In addition, several reli- 
gious groups, including all the major black 
denominations, have pledged to raise $5 
million for the organization. Church leaders 
plan to hold a national day of support for the

Advocates for the poor say that the 
Repubican Party would force millions of 
poor people into crime and break up fami- 
lies, but the party is pushing a welfare 
reform proposal which would throw millions 
Of people off the nation's welfare roles. The 
ovisions, if implemented, would fall espe- 
i on inner city blacks:-The legisla- 


tion—knownasthe Per Responsibility 
Act—would deny aid to an estimated 2.5 
million families and five million children. 
Republican E. Clay Shaw, Jr. of Florida 
denied charges that Republicans were try- 
ing to punish the poor. He said, “for those 
who want to improve themselves. ...they will 
see this as an opportunity.” Critics charge 
that without adequate skills to compete in 
today’s market place, the legislation would 
have the effect ofincreasing homelessness, 
destroying families and forcing people into 
crime.—WASHINGTON, DC. 


Black inmate accused of 
murdering serial 
killer Jeffrey Dahmer 


Mass murderer Jeffrey Dahmer was beaten 
to death last week while on a work detail in 
‘Wisconsin prison. Dahmer gained interna- 
tional infamy several years ago when it was 
discovered that he had sexually assaulted, 
killed, and in several cases eaten portions of 


the bodies of at least 17 young men and 
boys. Dahmer was white, but most of his 
victims were either black or members of

Legislature not 
interested in 
urban students

Marilyn Morheuser, executive director 
of the New Jersey Education Law Center in 
Newark, who spearheaded the fight for fair 
and adequate funding for New Jersey’s poor 
urban districts recently told a group of par- 
ents, students, education and political offi- 
cials gathered in the Plainfield High School 
auditorium, last Wednesday, that the battle 
was far from over. 

“There is a war on children these days,” 
Morheuser told the crowd, adding, that it was 
up to them to make their voices heard in 
Trenton since “those who affect our lives 
through legislation do not care about educat- 
ing our young people.” 

She pointed out that although New Jersey 
is the second richest state in the union, it is 
“40th in funding for education.” 

Morheuser said Governor Christine 
Whitman and her conservative administra- 
tion was not interested in the plight of urban 
students 

She stated, “the governor believes that 
money makes no difference in the provision 
of education and has vowed to reduce income 
tax by 30 percent, the primary source of state 
support for education.” 

She also pointed out that Governor 
Whitman praised a report by former Edu 
tion Commissioner Saul Cooperman which 
recommended that “substantial equality in 
spending” was satisfied when the poor dis- 
tricts reach 80 percent of affluent districts’ 
axpraee per pupi? spending: 

“Poor children have a right to be on the 
same playing field as affluent students,” 
Morheuser, said to the crowd. 

In 1990, she sued the state on behalf of 30 
urban school districts in the Abbott vs. Burke 
school funding case. The New Jersey Su- 
preme Court ruled the state did shortchange 
the urban districts and ordered the state to 


* close the nearly $600 million funding gap 


The state legislature then passed the 
Quality Education Act (QEA) which pumped 
more funds into the “special needs districts,” 
those unable to raise enough taxes to provide 
a “thorough and efficient education,” for 
their students. 

Despite the court ruling and the QEA, 
funding disparities continued. Ms. Morheuser 
sued the state again. In July 1994, the court 
ruled the QEA unconstitutional for failure to 
guarantee equitable spending for the poorest 
school districts. 

The court continues to have jurisdiction 
over the case which gives Morheuser the

My most recent active political 
involvement included a public en- 
dorsement last summer of Senator 
Frank Lautenberg’s third-term can- 
didacy and three months of daily vol- 
unteer work since July across the 
Hudson in the re-election cam- 
paign of New York State Comp- 
troller H. Carl McCall. 

In addition, you might say I had a 
strong emotional and spiritual in- 
volvement in the re-election efforts of 
New York Governor Mario Cuomo 
and Massachusetts Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy, in my view both excep- 
tional public servants. Given the out- 
standing victories of Kennedy, 
Lautenberg and McCall, and the de- 
feat of Oliver North in Virginia, I 
imagine I should be happy with a 
winning record of four out of five. 

The dark and depressing other 
side of November’s election for me, 
however, is the jarring simultaneous- 
national Republican victory of over- 
whelming proportions...attaining that 
(Republican) party’s first House ma- 
jority since 1954, its first majority of 
state governors since 1970 and its 
first Senate majority in eight years 
and the likely beginning of a dramat- 
ic slide backward to the political 
and economic conservatism of the 
Reagan era. 

I share New York Times colum- 
nist Bob Herbert’s frightful predic- 
tion that beginning with the next 
Congress, “the Republicans will re- 
sume their war on urban America 
with a vengeance, targeting es- 
pecially the elderly, the poor and 
the very young.” 

And if such a prospect is not 
terrifying enough in and of itself, 
looming in the immediate future is 
the January ascendancy of Georgia 
Congressman Newt Gingrich to the 
exalted role of Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, third in the line of 
succession to the Presidency itself. 
Not only do the Gingrich right-wing 
philosophy and views cause me shud- 
ders, several alleged episodes from 
his personal life raise serious ques- 
tions for me about his fitness to fill a 
national position of immense influ- 
ence and power over the lives and 
very existence of others. 

On the one hand, his first public

our nation’s growing underclass, 
described so aptly by one urban 
mayorjas “the last, the least and 
the lo§t among us,” is in for a 
protra§ted period of even harder 
times than usual. 

In 4 popular children’s fairy tale 
of yesteryear, Dr. Seuss’ fabled Grinch 
succeeded in stealing the Christmas 
season. In the very real world of 
today, the Georgia Gingrich seems 
bent on doing all he can to surpass 
that performance.

NBA system out of whack, 


not just Webber

Stop dissin’ Chris Webber. Leave 
Anfernee Hardaway alone, too. These 
brothers have been blamed for every- 
thing that’s wrong with sports today. 
The chorus of squawking and whin- 
ing against these young stars has 
grown loudersince Webber, last year’s 
NBA Rookie of the Year, was traded 
from the Golden State Warriors to the 
Washington Bullets for Tom 
Gugliotta and three first round draft 
picks because he and Warriors coach 
Don Nelson could not get along. 

All the major papers, the call-in- 
shows and the sports casters have 
been vicious in their verbal assaults. 
They are called crybabies, greedy. 
selfish, ungrateful, petulant and bad 
for the game. 

Reading this stuff made me up- 
set, because, “it ain’t about all that.” 
While some of these players badly 
need some home training (a few more 
good whippings when they were 
younger wouldn’t have hurt), com- 
mon sense would tell you that its not 
just about greed and selfishness on 
the part of 20-year-olds. The whole 
system is out of whack. 

Listen, can you blame Webber if 
someoneis willing to pay him a zillion 
dollars to play round ball and to cater 
tohisevery need? Is itrightto get mad 
at Hardaway for exercising a right— 
legally agreed to by ownership—to 
re-negotiate after one year, if that’s 
his choice? 

Let me ask you this: If the con- 
tract on your9 to 5 job gave youalegal 
right to re-negotiate a better arrange- 
ment after a year’s work, wouldn’t 
you investigate the possibilities? 

All the focus is on the zillion of 
dollars these men make. We neglect 
to explore the undercurrent of social 
and business stimuli that contribute 
to the insanity of the present day 
product called the National Basket- 
ball Association that we love. 

Let me attempt to bring some 
light to the situation with the follow- 


ed) statements: Players are born to 
compete. It’s in their blood. In order 
to become a professional, an athlete 
has to be ten times better than nearly 
everyone else on the planet. Success- 
ful athletes ooze confidence, and for 
some, cockiness, andarrogance. From 
the neighborhood playground to the 
NBA arenas to commercial endorse- 
ments competing against one another 
is the norm. What makes you think it 
would be any different when it comes 
to getting paid? 

Think about it. What’s the differ- 
ence between $65 million and $74 
million to a 20-year old. Both con- 
tracts will pay for a fleet of Jags, 
Rolls, or anything else they can ever 
want. It’s not just the money, its the 
notion that “I’m better than you, so I 
need to get paid more than you.” 

The agents are born to make ath- 
letes (and themselves) rich. How much 
do you think a 21-year-old is going to 
know about-business, law, and con- 
tracts? Very little or none at all. All 
they need to know is 

T ) where they were drafted 

2) how much did the guy before 
me get paid? 

3) what did the guy who was picked 
after me get paid? 

The feeding off this logic and the 
competitive nature of the athletes, 


agents are what makes the agents 
MVPs at driving up the price to get 
his player a contract. Oh yes, the 
agent gets paid handsomely for his 
efforts. And gets paid again if he has 
to re-negotiate (see 1-year opt out 
clause). 

Owners are born to buy, sell and 
make a profit. NBA owners know 
their economics. They know that 
NBA teams are a finite resource 
that’s in high demand (do you know 
of a major metro area in the World 
that doesn’t want a team?) 

Consequently, ownership will 
cope with the pressure to win. to 
sign the best talent, to set aside big 
money to unproven players. They'll 
hire acoach every couple of years to 
teach, baby-sit, psychoanalyze and 
nurture these players. When the 
owner gets fed up, he'll just sell the 
team and get double his money bck. 
Not a bad deal.
